BIOGRAPHIC INTELLIGENCE 


lo This directive is issued pursuant to the provisions of NSCID 
No* 1, particularly peras, 3 (b)(2), 3 (b)(3), 6 (a)(3) and 6 (b), 
and NSCID N 0 „ 5, para* 3d, insofar as these paragraphs apply to 
biographic intelligence, and for the specific purpose of designating 
reference facilities for the handling of biographic data on foreign 
personalities, and of providing for the exchange of such information, 

2 Primary responsibility for the maintenance of biographic 
data on foreign personalities is assigned as follows s 

a. The Department of State shall be responsible for biographic 
information on political, politieo=econonri.c , social, and cultural 
personalities, 

b, The Departments of the Army, Navy and Air Force shall be 
responsible for biographic infonatlen on military, naval and air force 
personnel, respectively, and scientific, technical and economic personnel 
pertinent to their deiartmeatal missions , l/ 

o, The Central Intelligence Agency shall be responsible for 
biographic information on scientific, technical and technic o a-conomic 
personalities
